MONUMENTS AND HEADSTONES FPoOR THE
DEAD SOLPIERS OF THE UNION.—The Secretary
of War will urge upon Congress at the approach-
ing session the neceaslt{b:t a suitable appropri-
tion to purchase headstones to mark the graves
ot soldiers in the national cemeteries. At the
last session §200,000 was appropiated for this
purpose, but that sum is entirely inadequate,
and another a priation must be made. Pro-
posals were invited by the quartermaster gen-
eral a few weeks since, amd quite a number
were received, with samples accompsanying
them. There are over 300,000 graves in national
cemeteries throughout the country, but nearly
ope-hall of them are marked ‘‘unknown,” and
it is recommended that headstones be placed at
those graves only which are known. For the
unknown soldiers it is su ted that a hand-
some monument be erec in each cemetery,
to cost twelve or fifteen thousand dollars each,
which will be more appropriate than r?hclng
thousands of headstones at graves bearing tae
inscription, “Unknown.” In the cemetery at
Saulsbary, N. C., there are some l’.‘:_.um!nvu,
most of which are marked anknown; and as thé
dead were buried in trenches, in some cases
three or four deep, it would he impossible to put
a headstone over each body. Suitable head-
stones can be purchased at 24 each for the
known bodles, making a total of £600,000; and
menuments for the unknown soldiers in all the
cemeteries will cost probably %100,0J0 more.

NEARLY [ M0 NETEORS OBSERYED IN LESS

THAN TWO HOURS—FULL ACCOUNT OF THE

PHENMOMENON EY EBEAR AUMIKAL SANDS—

EELATIONS DRETWEEN THE METEORS AND

BIELA'E COMKT.

Rear Admiral Sands, Superintendent ol the
U. 8. Naval Observatory, has forwarded a
report to the Secretury of the Navy, dated
“U. 8. Naval Observatory, Washington city,
November 2%, 1572,” in which he says:

‘I bave the honor to report that last nigh!
being clear, a tine display of metcors was
observed Ly Prof. Eastman and Mr. Horigan,
of this observatory. Inthe early evening, Prof
Eastman being occupled in other doties, Mr.
Horigan observed 4-5 meteors between 6 h. 15
m.andsb. p.m. From=sh.tod a. p. m., Prot
Eastman observed part of the time, and 181
were seen.  After 9 h. 100 more were secn, and
at 10 p. m. the display reemed to cease.

The maximum flight appears to have heen
between the hourseo!f 6 h. I8 m. and 6 h. 30 m.;
reaching an hourly rate (102 1n ti!teen minutes)
of 40c.  Mr. Horigan saw 10 hatore he com-
mwenced the above record, making the whole
number abserved 720. They appeared to radi-
ate, by Prot. Eastmau’s observation, from a
sprce which might be inclosed by a circle 8
degrecs in diameter, having its center al mu
Andromeda.

Prof. Harkness also observed, but differs a
little a# to the pointof radiance, placingit about
halfway between mu and gauma Augrumada.

The second had a
aint green spectrum, the first glimpse of which
appeared perfectly white. They were both very
faint, and moved rapidly.

This display is a very remarkable one, and
exceedr that ordinartly seen on the 14th and 15th
of November. The radiant point seems to indi-
cate that they are moving in the orbit of Biela's
comet.”

Hr. Greeley’s Critieal Condition.
STATEMENTE IN THE NEW YORK PAVERS OF
YESTERDAY.

The New York papers generally of vesterday
have annouwncements'in reference to Mr. Horace
Greeley’s health. most of them indicating that
his eondition hias now grown ecritical and dan-
gerons. The New York Tribune’s account is as
follow:: ““We are deeply pained to =ay that in
the lsst thirty-six hours Mr. Greeley’s conditicn
has changed greatly for the worse. Threughout
Wednesday he remained neacly all the time un-
copscious.

TLe New York Sun, ascertaining his con-
dition on Wednesday, seut a reporfer to Mr.
Jokn R. Stoart's residence, at Tarrviown,
where it has Leeu reported Mr. Greeley was
staying. It was found that Mr. Greeley was not
there. The reporter asked Mr. Stuart where
Mr. Greeley was. Hereplied: “We are keepe
ing bim secluded, and Jdo not mean to let the
public know where he is.”  The reporier then
asked about Mr. Greelev's condition. Mer.
Stuart said be was very sick, and had a-lvmptomn
of Lrain fever, *‘Is he dangerously iil?’' asked
the reporter.
